A telegram brings the sad intelli­ 
gence of the death of A. T. S t e w a r t , 
who died at his residence in New York 
a t 1:40 p. M. yesterday. 
A . T. S t e w ­ 


a r t was one of the wealthiest men on 
the continent. An Irishman by birth, 
h e came to this country when a young 
man. By a close application to busi­ 
ness and strict integrity be soon gained 
the confidence and esteem of business 
men. His integrity In business has 
been proverbial throughout the United 
States for many years. He always im­ 
puted his wonderful success in business 
to this single trait in his character. 
He never had but one price for an ar­ 
ticle, nor was he ever known to over­ 
ra te an article for sale. We knew him 
personally and can say of a truth that 
he was one of the few successful men 
who never lost his common sense. 
Wealth did not spoil him nor make 
him a fool. He was a noble-hearted 
man, and we can truly say that 
America has lost one of her most use­ 
ful citizens. 


Wealth. 


No one who has read history with 
care is ignorant of the truth, that an 
Increase of wealth, is often the pre- 
curser of degeneracy and decay. As a 
rule, it is true of nations, families,and 
individuals. It is said there are ex­ 
ceptions to all rules, but we presume 
there are as few exceptions to this as 
any other. It is one of the strangest 
freaks belonging to humanity, to per- 
sue with unwearied diligence, that, 
which all history teaches must bring 
ruin in the end. But we are all in it 
and somehow we caut help it. The 
race for wealth, like a mighty current 
seems to be sweeping around the globe 
and has drawn into the stream, all 
classes of all nations. 
Once 
be­ 
fore in the world’s history did a simi­ 
lar mania possess the people and the 
result was the wreck of em pi res, the 
destruction of nations, and general 
desolation, ruin and suffering among 
the people. What is to be the end of 
the present mania God only knows. 
But the corruption in high places and 
the general bad faith and distrust 
among all classes indicates a state of 
wrecklessness in morals, that portends 
evil. It is not confined to America 
alone. Every nation on the globe is 
as 
corrupt 
as 
our 
own. 
The 
great 
hue 
and 
cry 
recently 
made about corruption in our own 
nation arises from the fact th at we 
have been an exception to the rule 
until a few years back, while it has be­ 
come to be the nominal state of other 
nations and is hardly noticed by the 
press and the people. The govern­ 
ments of other nations, is better adap­ 
ted to suit the wants of the avaricious 
and lovers of power, than ours—power 
is concentrated in all other nations, 
and a few lords and nobles can con­ 
trol and filch from the people as they 
please, and have done so until it is no 
longer noticed by the people. Only 
think of four millions of dollars taken 
from the hard earnings of the people, 
and given to Prince Albert to spend 
on 
a 
pleasure 
trip 
to 
India. 
With 
all 
our 
faults 
such 
an 
insult 
would 
not 
be 
tolerated 
in America. 
With a 
blush we 
have to endure the jeers of 
the 
press of Europe when the name of 
Belknap is mentioned. But the only 
difference Is our officials have to steal 
what theirs take by law, and while 
they bow with their hats off to their 
noble officials, we put ours in the pen­ 
itentiary, and put them to work. We 
want no more slurs from the Euro­ 
pean press. In the time of the old 
prophets it was declared that “All 
nations had gone astray" or w ild. 
They are all off' on another bender 
now, and no one seems to have much 
the advantage of another. They were 
brought up with a rorrnd tu rn before, 
and as history repear * itself w e may 
exjas»• tLci 
wi»i .a eer to terminate 
in a s im ila r m a n n e r. 


Governor irwin s Patrimony. 


Out of six hundred and ninety-one 
bills passed by tbe Legislature, the 
Governor vetoed six, and pocketed one 
hundred to keep for his private use. 
The Governor has more pluck than we 
gave him credit for. 
Weareinformed 
that the most of the bills be pocketed 
were the big jobs put up by cliques 
and rings, and would have saddled on 
tbe cities and counties in this State 
debts to the amount of many millions. 
“Well done good and faithful ser­ 
vant, thou hast been faithful over a 
few things, we will make thee ruler 
over many things.” We have been 
informed that some of these bills 
would have added several hundred 
thousand dollars to the debt of our al­ 
ready tax-burdened county and city. 
We know nothing of any such bills, 
except one for school purposes, for 
thirty thousand dollars. We were 
very much in favor of this bill, and 
feel sorry it was not passed. But we 
will not stop to cry over it. Our Board 
of Directors must bridge over tbe diffi­ 
culty some how. It is often the case 
that what we consider our greatest 
misfortunes turn out to be our great­ 


est blessings. At all events we can­ 
not help wbat has been done; let us 
take courage and do the best we can, 
and if we bave escaped a debt of several 
hundred 
thousand 
dollars, 
(about 
which we knew nothing,) by tbe Gov­ 
ernor’s pluck, we will feed him on 
chicken pie when he comes to see us. 


The Treaty With Hawaii. 


The New York Herald says the bill for giving 
Ini mediate legislative sanction lo the S an d ­ 
wich Islands treaty, which has been for som e 
tim e in obeyance in consequence of th e ill­ 
ness of Mr. Wood, is to come up again for 
discussion. It is to be boned th at it may pass. 
It is a strong presum ption in favor or the 
treaty th at H was ratified by ihe Senate by a 
large m ajority after a careful inquiry Into its 
merits. The bill for carrying Into effect Is fa­ 
vored by the best brain and ability of the 
House. The chief opposition comes from an 
active lobby in the pay of A m erican sugar 
interests. 
The H erald is mistaken in su p ­ 
posing that the only opposition comes 
from the sugar raisers. All California 
and the Pacific coast stands firmly 
against it. 
This treaty effects the 
commerce of this coast directly while 
it effects the commerce of the East in­ 
directly if at all. 
Except sugar rais­ 
ers we do not see that it has any in­ 
fluence on Eastern commerce w hat­ 
ever. In our estimation this treaty 
was gotten up in the interest and for 
the exclusive benefit of a few sugar 
planters and fruit raisers. Under this 
treaty, not only the fruits and sugar 
of all these islands will be brought in­ 
to the United States free of duty, but 
thousands of tons will be shipped 
from other countries to Honolulu and 
from thence to the United States. It is 
really opening the door for the grand­ 
est wholesale smuggling in the world. 
Fair play is our motto. 
If the com ­ 
merce of one country is to come to us 
free of duty, open the doors and let all 
other countries have an equal show. 
Discharge this arm y of sixty thousand 
revenue officers and twenty thousand 
detectives, and support the govern­ 
ment by direct taxation. Those m em ­ 
bers of Congress from the Pacific coast, 
who are favoring this bill, are looked 
upon w ith suspicion, by all the peo­ 
ple, as parties who are trying to feath­ 
er their own nest. 


The Passover. 


Feeling inclined tobe pious on S un­ 
day, we went down to the Synagogue 
to worship with our Hebrew brethren. 
It was their annual Passover, an oc­ 
casion memorable in tbe history of 
this wonderful people, 
and a day 
which every Jew in every nation on 
the globe is inclined to observe as a 
feast day because of the direction 
given in Exodus, 12th Chapter and 
from tbe 3d to the 20th verse inclu­ 
sive. And is to commemorate the prov­ 
idential escape of the Jews iu Egypt, 
when God sm itting the first-born of 
the Egyptians passed over the houses 
of the Israelites which were m arked 
with the blood of the pascal lamb. 
This feast was ordered to be kept 
throughout all generations by an or­ 
dinance forever. The audience was 
large and attentive, and the ceremo­ 
nies were solemn and impressive. Af­ 
ter the usual preliminary services on 
such occasions, Mr. Edleman, the 
Rabbi of the congregation, delivered 
an address of thirty minutes; talking 
for this subject. 
“Israel, past present 
and 
future." 
Past.—In 
Abraham 
their nationality began. 
They were 
set apart as a 
peculiar people, to 
be the custodians of Divine truth 
forever. 
All the promises of God 
to their fathers have been 
faith­ 
fully fulfilled, as evinced by history. 
Their 
present distinct nationality, 
scattered as they are among all na­ 
tions is but a fulfillment of prophecy, 
and an evidence of God’s peculiar care 
over them. The promise of their fin­ 
al trium ph and future glory, is yet to 
be fulfilled. 
B ut H e who made the 
promise to their fathers was able, and 
would perform It. 
The sermon was 
more suggestive than explanatory. 
But the speaker showed himself equal 
to his subject. The church in this city 
may congratulate 
themselves upon 
having so able and exemplary a man 
to officiate for them. 


Squatterdom. 


We went to the front Friday morn- 
iug to see w hat progress the squat­ 
ters were m aking iu the location of 
public (?) land. 
Our friend Andrew 
Joughin the well known blacksmith 
on Aliso street near the corner of Al­ 
ameda, has a fine ranch in that vicin­ 
ity which don’t happen to be public 
land; consequently his proxim ity to 
tbe squatters does not excite him , and 
to him and his amiable family we are 
indebted for the most generous hospi­ 
tality during a sojourn of three days. 
This ranch presents from the house 
one of the most splendid landscapes 
that our eyes ever rested upon, with 
the mountains on one side, and the 
sea on the other, with a view of a por­ 
tion of this city. 
Being located on 
the Cienega Tejon w i:h a United 
States patent, friend Joughin is undis­ 
turbed by the squatters and occupies 
the position of the woman who saw 
her husband and a bear In a fight, not 
caring which whipped. 
The debata­ 
ble ground is what is known as Rose- 
cranz land and contains several thous­ 
and acres. A t the rate at which hous­ 
es were going up on that tract while 
we were there, it will not be long 
before it will be completely cov­ 
ered wieli “actual settlers,’’ whereby 
the revenue should be very largely in­ 
creased. 
We do not take sides with 
either party, but are ready to sym pa­ 
thize with those who win. The squat­ 
ters are very sanguine of maintaining 
their rights, and 
those who have 
bought and paid for their land are 
equally so, but there is so far but lit­ 
tle apparent excitement, and no vio­ 
lence, the only demonstration being 
made by an old gentleman whose 
name we do not remember. 
H e was 
after a man who had not only taken 
ossession of the land he had bought 
ut the bouse he had built. 
W e will 
try and keep our readers posted as to 
the progress of the controversy.

by, with stones and brickbats crushed 
in the windows and battered down the 
doors. 
One Chinaman who stood in­ 
side received a severe cut upon the 
scalp from a flying rock. 
No arrests. 


Saturday night a posse of police 
made a general raid on Chinatown 
and captured 15 gamblers and a few 
lewd women. 
A large number of oth­ 
er gambling dens were in full blast 
but as if in defiance of the recent de­ 
term ination of the city authorities, 
they have doubled their force of door­ 
keepers and it is now impossible to 
gain admittance. 
The Chron'cle to-day has w hat pur­ 
ports to be the expose of the m anner 
in which the government is defrauded 
at the Custom House. 
I t is said that 
the Custom House ring encourage and 
wink at the smuggling of opium and 
silks and share spoils. 
It is shown 
th a t they have been enabled to carry 
on this nefarious game sometimes 
with the connivance of the Treasury 
special agents sent here from W ash­ 
ington to ferret out and put a stop to 
it and in some cases despite the pres­ 
ence and action of these agents.

street banker that certain drafts made 
on Seligman Bros., London, and ac­ 
cepted by the Secretary of the Navy, 
were offered for sale in the New York 
market. 
Nobody was anxious to buy 
them, and some indignation was e x ­ 
pressed that tbe Government credit 
should be injured in the market. The 
arrangem ent with Seligman Bros, is 
that they pay the Government four 
percent, on deposits, while the Gov­ 
ernm ent pay Seligman Bros, five per 
cen tó n all drafts made on the firm. 
It is stated that Seligman Bros, have 
been in the habit of immediately put­ 
ting tim e rcceptances on the m arket 
and realizing therefrom ready money 
in addition to the interest. 
All the 
indications are that Robeson drew a 
long tim e draft, intending to pay it 
with the appropriation for the next 
fiscal year. This is a clear and inten­ 
tional violation of tbe law, and makes 
him liable to impeachment.
